OTTAWA, Nov. 27.—Hon, Mr. Pel- 
letier, postmaster general, gave out an 
oflicial statement regarding the parcels 
post to the Conservative papers today. 
He stated that every(hing was in read- 
iness for putting parcels post into op- 
eration, 

All arrangements for collection and 
delivery had been made, and the only 
difficulty which had not yet been sur- 
mounted was brought fonward by the 
railways. At present the railways are 
getting $2,000,000 per annum for the 
carrying of the mails, They are ask- 
ing $6,000,000 to carry parcels,

press business. Because the question 
of payment to the ra:bways for the 
carriage of parcels has not yet been 
fixed wp, it has ‘been impossible to de-

However, the collection 
ery has been worked out. 
there «will be local zones, for which 
the minimum charge will made. 
These local zones are created on the 
basis of a twenty mile radius, For in- 
stance Ottawa will be be the centre of 
a zone and to all places within a twen- 
ty mile radius the minimum charge 
will be made. After this there will be 
provinelal zones. There will be the 
maritime provinces, Quebec, Ontario, 
Manitoba and the western provinces to 
the coast, 

The next higher rate will he charged 
on these, Then there will be the in- 
ler-previneiat ,or natural zones. In the 
case of a parcel sent from Ottawa to 
Vancouver a small additional charge 
will be made for every zone the parcel 
passes through 

Railway Question Yet, 

As said above, the system can be 
put into operation in ten days, but 
the question of railways has yet to be 
settled. The postmaster general ex- 
pects that this difficulty will be dis- 
posed of shortly but the system will 
not start on January 1, as was in- 
tended. Holidays and other new yeac 
inconveniences render it advisable to 
wait for a week or two and so parcels 
post may be expected to be in opera- 
tion some time in January, There is 
to be another conference with the rail- 
way representatives tomorrow,

Oi claims on approximately three 
hundred thousand acres have been 
filed within the past two Gays at the 
Dominion Land Office in the — city, 
There were forty-seven claimants oi 
Wednesday, and slightly over one 
lLundred yesterday, and the end 18 
by no means in sight, as a big num- 
ber of people arrived in the city last 
night from Athabasca for the purpose 
filing on unsurveyed territory, 
Most of the people who have made 
applications up to the present are 
Edmonton residents, although there 
were a few from Athabasca and the 
vicinity who had hetrd of the de- 
velopments that had taken place in 
the situation, and who were deterrmin- 
ed not to be left “when there was 
anything good going” as one of them 
put it. Nearly all the surveyed land 
immediately north of Athabasca, and 
right up to the town limits, is blanket- 
ed with claims. 

Some Have Definite Information. 

That the mere opinion of the for- 
tune-seekers that there is oil in the 
district is not the primary cause ot 
the unexpected rush, but that certain 
parties have definite information 
which has not yet been made public, 
seems to be indicated by the attituae 
cf some of the claimants yesterday.

MOOSE JAW, Nov, 27.—"I have 
made no arrangements to have returns 
sent here of the result of the provin- 
cial plebiscite on direct legislation,” 
suid Secretary Brothers, of the league, 
which has its headquarters here, when 
interviewed tonight. "I am personally 
quite content to wait ten or twelve 
days for the total returns, but sup- 
pose it will not take all that time be- 
fore the total count is made up, The 
league, for lack of funds, has made no 
extensive campaign.

FOR AGREEMENT 
ON HOME RULE 


Premier Asquith Says He Sees 1 


Prospect For Agreement at 
Present 


GOVERNMENT WILL NOT 
SURRENDER PRINCIPLE 


Determined to Give Home Rule 
to Ireland and Will Not be 
Intimidated

LEEDS, Eng., Nov. 27.—Premier 
Asquith's speech today am a meet- 
ing of thé National Liberal Federation 
which was eagerly awaited because It 
was expected to throw light on the 
question as far as the negotiations for 
a settlement of Home Rule by agree- 
ment had been successful, disappoint- 
ed those who were sanguine of a 
peaceful issue, 

“{ should be deceiving myself,” he 
said, “if I said that I saw at this 
moment a prospect of agreement. 
But L cannot concur with those who 
say time has been or is being wasted.” 

No Division in Cabinet. 

Tae prime minister déclared that 
there was no foundation, for the state- 
ment that on this or any other mat- 
ter the cabinet was divided as the 
Conservative press had been prociaim- 
ing for the last few days. With re- 
gard to @ possible settlement by con- 
sent, he held it should be carried on 
beyond the reach of electoral or par- 
laamemtary vicissitudes, otherwise the 
Irish question would eontinue to be 
the football of party polities, to the 
infinite injury of both Ireland and 
the United Kingdom as a whole. 

No Reason to Despair. 

It was in this spirit, said Mr. As- 
quith, that he cook upon himseif to in- 
vite, not a conference of party lead- 
ors, but a free an unprejudiged inter- 
change of views and suggestions.

There was no grounds whatever, he 
declared, for the demand by the Con- 
servatives for a general election, It 
could not be dougint on the 
single issue of Home Rule and 
could not resule in the settlement of 
the question, So far as he was con- 
cerned, he would not advise any such 
oourse,

Note—If a violation of this rule is 
committed when neither side is in 
possession of the ball, the ball shall 
go to the offended side as first down 
at the point of tne foul. 

Section 2: If the side in possession 
of the ball picks: 

(a) Players of said side who have 
crossed the line of scrimmage may use 
their hands and arms to push oppo- 
nents out of the way in order to get 
at the ball or the player carrying it. 

(>) Players of the side which did 
not put the bal] in Jway may use (1) 
their hands and arms to push oppon- 
ents out of the way in order to get at 
the ball, and (2) their bodies or their 
arms close to the body in order to ob- 
struct opponents who are going down 
the field from getting at the player of 
their own side who is endeavoring to 
get at the ball or who is carrying it. 
Penalties same as section 1, 

A rule somewhat similar to this 
would make an excellent amendment 
to the present rules, and would enable 
officials to enforce easily what is al- 
ready outlined to them, 

An interesting penalty in the Am- 
erican rules is that inflicted for strik- 
ing with the fist, kneeing, kicking, 
meeting with the knee ,striking with 
the locked hands, or with the heel of 
the hand. Not only uoes this call for 
the disqualification of the player, vut 
a loss by the offending team of one~ 
half the distance to its own goal line. 

Another rule says: A player when 
tackling an opponent must have at 
least one foot om the ground, The pen- 
alty is the loss of 56 years from the 
spot where the foul occurred,
